"I'M A GIVIN' YA TEN SECONDS, TO DRAW A CROWD" 


Yosemite Sam as a contemporary club owner may have 
paraphrased his comment to Bugs Bunny in just such a 
way, leaving poor Bugs and his band to wonder how 
the club stayed in business with no draw of it's own. In 
an earlier time, the nightspot had its own draw, and that 
draw was at least as important as the band's following. 
People came_out to these places because of the place, 
the ambience, and because of the promotion that the 
club itself did. The literature is replete with venues at 
all levels being the place to be. The famous Fillmore 
East and West, the Winterland Ballroom, The Electric 
Factory, Ciro's in Hollywood, Tony Mart's at the Jersey 
Shore...and the list of history's great venues with their 
own fame goes on and on. When Bill Graham booked a 
then-unknown band known later throughout the world 
as one of the strongest acts of all time, he had 
absolutely no expectations that this six man group 
called Santana would draw more than a smattering of 
people to his place on a Tuesday Night. No one outside 
of the local corner bars had ever heard of them. But it 
didn't matter. The Fillmore Ballroom had its own 
audience, its own atmosphere, its own promotion. It's 
posters are sought after collectors pieces today. 
Santana did not bring an established draw to the 
Fillmore. They launched a fragile and fledgling career 
there in front of the Fillmore’s own crowd. Graham, 
sadly, is no longer with us. But while he lived, he built a 
mega-career on the back of his famous venues. A 
record label, too, was born. His management company 
signed Santana, and put them on the bill at Woodstock. 
He was rsponsible for the arena wide, decade long 
career of Journey. By any measure, Bill was a success. 
And unless your band was absolutely putrid, so were 
you successful, if you played his clubs. 

Tony Mart launched a group you've probably never 
heard of into a highly visible career in Southern New 
Jersey. The band was Woody's Truck Stop. It featured 
an extraordinary musical talent by the name of Todd 
Rundgren. Tony's had its own draw allowing Todd and 
friends to build a clientele instead of having to bring in 
a ready made audience. The club became a legend. 
They made a movie featuring the place. No doubt, you 
remember Eddie and The Cruisers? John Cafferty does. 
And if he's smart, he pays homage to Tony Mart. 

Today, a struggling local band has to book the gig 
and convince the club owner that his band can pack the 
house on a rainy Tuesday night at 10. Then the group 
has to make its own flyers and posters, make phone 
calls to friends and ask favors, do its own press 
releases and mailers, maybe sell its own tickets, move 
the gear, set up the gear and pray that the "door" 
money they may get will be enough to pay the 
expensed of promoting a show in a club that has very 
little in the way to recommend it aside from having the 
beer be more expensive by the bottle than it is at home 
by the six-pack. This is called a career in the Nineties. 
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If a band is-to develop a following, it needs repeated 
visibility. It needs to appear at a club more than once a 


month or every two months. If a band is to get that 
clientele, then they're going to do it a few people at a 
time by playing regularly at a spot. The list of the 
famous who developed their early followings at a single 
club is staggering, but | dare say the Beatles would 
probably not have broken had they not been regulars at 
The Cavern in Liverpool, or The Rolling Stones at the 
Marquee in London. Only a few clubs feature the same 
band say, every Tuesday for a few months. 
Consequently, few bands have developed a hardcore 
following to take into a new room. 

We offer the following advise. If you are a club owner 
who is not having much success with a significant 
number of its live music nights, consider getting a 
group that will not drive the customers out, and book 
them for two months of Fridays. Let them develop their 
following in your room. The the following will be 
theirs..AND YOURS. And Bugs won't say, "Mm....it 
shtinks!"

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KING'S X 


A Triumphant Return

For those of our readers who are not familiar with King's 
X, let me first give you a little background on the band. 
King's X is a Christian rock trio who's home base is in 
Houston Texas. They have to date five releases, the first 
three on Megaforce Records These are "Out of the Silent 
Planet", "Gretchen Goes to Nebraska", and "Faith. Hope. 
Love". 

In 1992 King's X signed with Atlantic Records ‘and 
recorded thier last two releases. The first entitled "King's 
X" and their newest "Dogman". Up until then, Dogman 
Sam Taylor produced and managed them but then due to 
inner problems the band brought on producer Brendan O' 
Bricn, (Black Crowes), Aerosmith (Get A Grip), (S.T.P.). 

Dogman was recorded in six weeks in Atlanta at 
Southern Tracks Studio. "Dogman" is their first to be 
recorded live and the sound has changed . much to the 
bands gratification. Their new sound is raw and in your 
face with Doug Pinnick bassist/lead vocals-Ty Tabor 
guitarist/vocal and Jerry Gaskill percussionist/vocal. 

The bands biggest hit to date is "It's Love" from their 
1990 release "Faith, Hope. Love". Their 1992 single "Black 
Flag" from thier "King's X" release made an apperance on 
MTV's Beavis and Butthead which is still aired as reruns at 
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times. But their newest viceo and single is the title track 
"Dogman". From what I have seen and heard, Dogman is 
definitely a triumphant return for the band and their fans. 

At the beginning of the new tour, King's X played with 
the Scorpions but as of recent the guys are out on their own 
taking on new bands for their opening act. 

On Friday, April 8th I had the pleasure to see King's X 
live at the Stone Pony in Asbury Park, N.J. Upon entering 
the club. all you saw was a solid mass of fans covering 
almost every square foot. It was as if it were the only area 
appearance and you had to get there as early as possible to 
claim your spot. On further investigation I realized that the 
only way that I was going to have a successful photo shoot 
was to get myself upon the stage. With help from a few 
staff members and finally John Cromar (Hi!) Doug's bass 
tech, the "Hamer Man". I was able to get some fantastic 
shots of the band and the best seat in the house. 

Anyway, around 12:30 the intensity in the air was 
building as the road crew and stage hands did their final 
preparation for the band. Even I grew very nervous with 
excitement to finally see King's X again after a few years. 


Oddly as ti seemed, the club was playing on old Black 
Sabbath album prior to the bands performance. Finally, the 
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Doug Pinnick 


music died down and the moment was at hand. King's X 
took the stage and the fans welcomed them rather 
gratefully. : 

Opening up the show with two songs off "Dogman", 
Doug came out playing his 8 string bass and performed 
"Complain" and one of my favorites "Pillows". By the end 
of the second song, Doug peeled off his shirt and changed 
his bass which he does often considering that the man is 
known for his 8 and 12 string bass sounds. Doug owns 6 
basses. Two 4-strings, one 8-string and three 12 strings and 
most of these are Hamers. 

By now the crowd is completely energized and King's X 
seem to be at their very best giving us their all during each 
and every song. By the end of the ninth song the spirituality 
of King's X engulfed the entire audience. "Over my Head" 
was the ninth song of the evening and Doug explained his 
upbringing with his great grandmom and how Christianity 
and Gospel was his earliest influence. So for his great 
Grandmother Doug wrote "Over My Head", a song off their 
second album "Gretchen Goes to Nebraska." 

If any one song of the night was to undertake a total 
crowd participation, now was the time. Right from the very 
first note the fans sang and clapped along with Doug, 
repeating the chorus over and over again which is how the 
song fades out but not this time. The fans kept on singing 
"Music. Music, I hear music, Music over my head. On and 
on they went. And in all honesty I've never seen a man so 
touched by an audience. It was very inspiring. Doug 
approached the microphone and said I don"t know where to 
go with this as the people still sang on. Doug started 
clapping and the ban fell back into the song to end it out 
Phew! I would have to consider that at least my highlight of 
the evening. 

Three more songs off "Dogman" followed. Included 
amongst them was the title track "Dogman." Definitely a 
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raw and rocking song with every band member blending 
just right. For the 13th song. Ty Tabor took over on vocals 
to sing one of the bands biggest hits "I'ts Love." Blending 
Ty's very melodic vocals with Doug's soulful voice and 
Jerry's always consistent melodic vocal backup harmonies 
makes this song a delight to one's ears. Once again the old 
songs were just as powerful to the fans as were the new 
ones. That just goes to show that there were many older die 
hard fans as well as some new ones. One more song was 
performed "Moan" in whick Doug took back over on vocals 
and ended the set. 

The audience went nuts. Fourteen songs was not good 
enough. I thing two hours or more might have fed their 
hunger. After a few moments of total thunderous adoring 
cheering, King's X came back on just as pleaded as the fand 
to be there. The band performed three more songs, the last 
one entitled "King" which was their first song ever to be 
performed to their fans off their first album "Out of the 
Silent Planet." It seemed a very appropriate song to end the 
night with. As Doug, Ty and Jerry took their bows and 
shook hands with their audience, the night felt complete. 

Afterwards, as the club emptied and the stage was broken 
down. a dozen or more fans hung around the tour bus to 
meet the band. For about’a good hour or so Doug. Ty and 
Jerry came out to meet with us. It was not your typical 
crowd gathering of pictures and autographs. It was much 
more. Small groups were surrounding cach band member 
as questions were asked. Genuine conversations carried on 
and an outpouring of soul took place. A sense of intimacy 
and caring was definitely felt. Not many bands that I've met 
are so close and giving as these men. One thing I found out 
that I will tell is that drummer Jerry Gaskill is originally 
from Bridgeton, N.J. where his Mom still resides. What a 
small world. AS I leave I ponder who is the Dogman (Hi 
Dave!). 

Thanks to Tracy Zamont and Atlantic Records for 
helping me as well as John Cromar (bass tech) for the set 
list and stage space. But most of all thank you Doug-Ty and 
Jerry for sharing yourself and your music so completely.

It 
suggests that the idea of the world going "Back 
to Eden" when peace & harmony reigned 
supreme is much to loofty a goal. Other tracks 
include: "Immaculate Deception," 
"Psychophobia," "The hand that Rocks the 
Cradle" and "Evil Eye." All in all, this is one of 
the most poitical albums they have released and 
another great offering from a "REAL" Metal 
band with hopefully many more to come.

There's a conception that today's 
(alternative) rock artists grew up listening to 
Kiss, Rush and Cheap Trick. With the first two 
bands cashing in on Top 10 success in 1993, 
Cheap Trick seeks the same with their first 
release since 1990's "Busted." 

"Monster" has a combination of the 
pop/metal bubblegum rock of their early releases 
(remember Budokan) and their lighter pop/rock 
sound of the eighties. 

Cheap Trick shines on tracks like 
"Girlfriend," which sounds like something left of 
1979's "Dream Police" album. Other tracks like 
"You're All I Wanna Do," "My Gang" and 
"Monster" have that that was left back in the 
70's. 

The one ballad, "Never Run Out Of Love," 
is in the same vein as their more recent ballads 
(The Flame) while the song "Ride The Pony” 
gives us the New Wave groove the band 
occasionally used in the early 80's. 

This is the best material Cheap Trick has 
come out with in quite some time, but still misses 
its target. This release will not let anyone forget 
about "Budokan," at least not until "Budokan II" 
comes out, which is rumored to be in the works.

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TECH TALK 


By J.D. HOWARD 








I thought we would talk about personal gear this month. 


In the professional technical community we commonly ! 


refer to this as "Backline" or "Band gear". Now as an 
engineer who*tan barely hold a chord on a guitar (or any 
other instrument for that matter) it would not be prudent to 
discuss what brand of guitar ,keyboard or drums sound 
better than another. The topic for this month is patient and 
wise purchasing of your equipment and the dedication to 
learn all of its features, capabilities and limitations. 

For guitar players with extensive processing try and 

. program all of your effects at a consistent level. It doesn't 
help the sound engineer at all when you have a low 
distortion effect and then purich in a clean effect at twice 
the decibels. Thats a sure way to wake a sound dude up 
and ruin a mix. Try and make sure your system has a clean 
output for-a direct out. A good engineer will mike the 
cabinet as well as take a direct out of your rig. Try not to 
overdrive your effects or your cabinet as this is another way 
to alter a house mix and probably isn't very good for your 
expensive equipment either. 

w With keyboards, by all means invest in some nice 
3/4"cables, have them tailored so they neatly follow the 
contour of your stand. Try using velcro strips to fasten the 
cables to the stand. Hf you use multiple boards, invest in a 
small inline mixer to sub mix your rig. Most of the time 
the house console is limited with channels and will only 
take two inputs from keyboards. Also invest in a good set 
of Direct Boxes, shop around for some Whirlwind IMP's, 
DIRECTOR's or if you really have the funds go for the 
Countryman's. Clubs often do not have good DI's and you 
definitely do not want your cabinet miked. Make your 
setup as clean and neat as possible for yourself and for the 
technical crew. 

Try and help the clubs crew out by doing your homework. 
Scout the club out. Listen to the PA system. Look at the 
Stage, its dimensions and get an idea of where you might 
want to set up. Introduce yourself to the house engineer 
(when he is on some sort of break) and tell him when your 
gigging there and what your band is about. Bring a nice 
neat package that the engineers won't have a hard time 
interfacing into their equipment. 

This will help everyone out. It eliminates last minute 
headaches. Provides for a much cleaner sound on stage and 
in the house. Makes sound and light people very happy. 
When they are happy believe me, you will end up happy 
too. Until next month. GET UP, GET OUT, GO SEE A

Friday April 28 was electric. The limo arrived 
promptly from "Chuck's Limousines" in Ocean 
City to pick up an entourage anxiously awaiting a 
significant "happening" in the summer concert 
season. the group consisted of Ed Mason, 
publisher of"In Tune", Nikki Neal, the fine 
hostess of the "In Tune Television Showcase", 
myself and two significant others. The 
"nappening" in question was the long awaited 
return of the wonder band of progressive rock 
music, Rush. Alex, Geddy and Neil were to 
perform two sold out shows at the Philadelphia 
Spectrum in support of their current CD, 
Counterparts. 

Opening for Rush on this tour was Seattle's 
own Candlebox. This was probably one of the 
best acts to open for Rush on one of their 
roadtrips. But enough about the opening act. 


At about 9:30PM, the sound system provided 
by Electrotec with the infamous house sound 
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engineer, Robert Scovill at the helm of his dual 
Gamble EX56 console's powered up the pre- 
showmusic. The massive downstage black 
curtain came tumbling down as the theme to 
"2001" played while a giant, steel nut and bolt 
slowly joined together on the upstage 70mm 
projection screens. Scovill quickly unmuted his 
channels and brought his VCA's to nominal as 
the theme music hit a thunderous crescendo. 
The lights came up and there they were, Rush. 
The band slammed into their 1991 release, 
"Dreamline" from the album "Roll The Bones". 
Niel looked awesome on his octagon shaped 
drum riser,sporting his beautiful custom colored, 
cherry red ludwigs. There were several changes 
in the equipment department, Geddy was using 
his new Trace Elliot amps and Fender Jazz 
basses. Alex took a familiar new direction, 
dumping his long time favorite GK gear. He 
dragged his massive rack of outboard gear 
onstage along with eight Marshall stacks!

Rush also changed their set around just a bit 
bringing in some well-received pre Maving 
Pictures material. The Spectrum roared as 
Geddy's keyboards began the intro to Cygnus X- 
1 from 1977's Hemisphere's. "Xanadu" was 
brought back to the stage as well as “Analog Kid" 
from 1982's Signal's. Of course the standard 
Rush anthology of "Tom Sawyer", "Closer To 
The Heart" and "Spirit Of Radio" were played 
with the accuracy and grace these industry 
staples are known for. Six cuts from the 
Counterparts disk made an appearance that 
night, including; "ColdFire", "Double Agent", 
"Animate", "Stick it Out", "Nobody's Hero" and 
their current "exercise in self-indulgence", the 
instrumental "Leave That Thing Alone". A few 
select tune's were performed from the mid- 
eighties disks, "Mystic Rhythms" and "Time 
Stand Still", complete with the Akai S9000 vocal 
samples of Aimee Mann in surround sound. The 
inflatable rabbits magically appeared from two 
giant top hats during "The Pass" from 1989's 
"Presto". 


The spectrum was hopping! and between 
10:19PM and 10:27PM while Rush_ non- 
conformists were sleeping in their cute littlebeds, 
Neil Peart showed 15,000 fans why he‘is indeed 
"The professor on the drum cage". Incorporating 
some new and very hip tom and kick patterns in 
with his standard solo performance. The lights 
were bright and tasteful as he shotgunned 
through a brilliant solo.

After a few more tune's from their extensive 
repertoire Rush gracefully thanked Philly and 
bowed out. The lights went darkand the crowd 
chanted louder until Rush re-emerged and 
closed the night with a rather short encore of 
"Force Ten" from the "Hold Your Fire" disk and a 
re-appearance of "YYZ" from the “Moving 
Pictures" CD. They thanked the Spectrum once 
again and gracefully "Exit(ed) Stage Left". 

Like them or not, Rush has consistently sold 
albums, practically every time and as they garner 
new fans they continue to move units. They 
learned that if your not going to be a top 40 act 
you have to tour, so they toured hard, real hard 
and managed to keep their machine together for 
over twenty years without a lineup change. That 
is indeed a long time for any band. Ray Danniels 
at SRO Management in Toronto has been with 
the trio since he was sixteen and Rush has 
showed confidence by staying with - his 
organization. They have always shown great 
appreciation for their legions of loyal fans and 
Philadelphia has always welcomed them into 
their city. It seemed like a flawless show and 
performance, but to them I'm sure something 
could have been better. In consideration 


however, thats what happens when you decide 
to at least attempt the consummate pursuit of 
perfection. In closing we here at "In Tune" would 
like to thank the fine people at Atlantic Records 
for their quick and much appreciated assistance 
with the publicity photo's, press/photopasses and 
complimentary tickets for these two shows.
